Thefe are the two Fundamentals; I am 
to take myArgument fromDearne/s ; I muft 
diftinguifh becween DEAR NESS and 
SCARGITYs and firft, in order to 
explain the Term Scarcity; it is to be un- 

derftood, 4 Scarcity at the Market, or 4 
Scarcity in the Score. 

I thall no where give Reafon for any 
Body to conceive fo grofsly of me,.asto 
imagine Ifhould fay, that Starcity, in ei- 
ther of thefe Refpeéts, fhould be our Ad- 
vantage-——- Scarcity in Store is properly 
DEARTH, be is a Jdgment upon a 
Nation, Jet it bappen when, bow, or from 
what Canfe it will; this contains meer Want 
of Quaintity produc’d, and is a Famine in 
Degree—— And of this, bleffed be GOD, 
we need not fpeak. 

Scarcity inthe Market is generally o¢ca- 
fion’d. by 'Clandéftine. Trade, fuch as we 
call Engroffing, Foreftalling, and With- 
holding — And thefe Things it is the 
Bulinefs of the Magiftrates to corre@, nor 
are the Methods of régilating thefe Things 
difficult 5 fo I fhall not take up any of your 
Time to {peak about them. 

But beforé I go on to ftate the Cafe be- 
tween the Dearnefs or Cheapnels of Corn, 
give me leave to make one general Obfer- 
vatioh at this Time—TI fhall do it the more 
pofitively, and with the greater Confidence, 
betaufe I have been an Bye-Witnefs, anda 
careful Obferver of the Faé, in the moft 
proper Places for that Purpofe. —And my 
Obfervation is this,

It has indeed been generally late, the 
Harve bas been backward, of @hich Cire. 
cumftance I koow hot whether we may. 
fay, it is better or worfe, neither is ie 
concern’d in our Debate,..any farther, 
than as it may hazard the. Weil-getting: 
in the Cora for Want of fair Weather—— 
But even this is anfwer'd by the happy 
Seafon, which it has pleas’d God to blefs us 
with in the North of England, and in Nortbh-. 
Britain, where the Month of September has 


been, generally fpeaking, very fair, and: 


the Weather good—And from an Obfer- 
vation of the moft experienc’d People in 
Scotland’ jn one Cafe, (viz.) That they have 
generally better Weather there in Ofober, 
than in September,

I can freely appeal Yo the honeft People 
of thefe Countries, whether the excefive 
‘Price of Corn be not a perfe& Myftery to 
them, and whether for 30 Miles every 
way, taking Northsmptonfbire for the Cen- 
ter, they have ever had one Year with an- 
other a better Crop of Corn? —— No 
doubt, but the-Farmers in, fhefe Countries 
are very glad of the raifing the Price and 
if you will keep up the Price, they will 
grow rich almoft in one Yegr. 

But to proceed ;from Rockingham,Yenter’d 
Leicefterfhire, the North Side of ‘which, and 
the South Sides of Darby and Nostingbem- 
frire, being a Tra&t of 45 Miles broad; 
and 40 Miles long, is: wholly given up to 
Corn, and is fome of the richeft Ground in 
Britain—From Rockingham to Dtount-Sorrel, 
14 Miles, from thence co Nottingbaem 16 
Miles, from thence to Darby 12 Miles

About New-Cafle, Durbam, gnd” the 
Swuth Parts of Northumberland, the Quantity 
of Corn fown is not great, and the River 
of Tyne is their beft wa at NewCaGle; 
which fupplies them from other Parts—— 
But when we came on the North Parts of 
Northumberland, even to the Border, and 
into Scotland along the Tweed, there has 
nét been a better Crop, or'a bécter Harveft 


for many Years paft; particularly from, 


Morpeth, Aulnwick, &e. to Woller, and into. 
Scotland by Cheviot Hills, and Kelfoe. 

In Scotland—lt is firangely myfteriousto 
the poor People to fee every where a great 
Crop——- In the Nofthmeft Parts, parti- 
cularly the beft and forward, as in Ragland 5 
Above 150 Miles North of Edingburgb,. the
